An agreement with the Macclesfield Corporation to provide 
sufficient beds in the new joint Hospital Scheme is in force, 

Under the new arrangements it will be possible to admit and 
isolate several ather discases apart from Scarlet Fever and Mptheria, viz 
Whooping Cough, Measles and Puerperal Pyrixia. 


During 1945 3 cases of infectious disease’, viz 3 Scarlet Fever 
were referred to Hospital for treatment,

have an agrcement with the Congleton & District Joint Small Pox Hospital 
Committee for the recoption of Small Fox Cases for the next two years.

Infectious Diseases cases are conveyed by the Macclesfield Fever Anbulance, 
There are Male and Female contingents of the St. John Ambulance Association 
in the district who are always willing to render first aid and are of considerable 
help in o scattered industrial area such as Bollington,
